THE ANARCHISTS WIN. 

A Master In Chanrery Deelde* That They 

Can Hold Thel r Meet ini;s. 

Ciil.'Af.u, Jan, 2, — Master in Chancery 
Windi>s hat made » limling in the Arl)eiter 
Bund cn.se, and reportt'ii to Judge Tu!''y. Ho 
holds that tho jxisition of the .\inirchista 
when they claimed that tho ixilii-,- had no 
power to prohibit their meetings wu-s sound, 
and that the city authorities <'onld not claim 
any disiTetion in the matter, as the i i,;lit to 
aasemhle is a constitutional one. and must l>u 
preserved. In the mattt-r of issuing an in- 
Jimction, however, he re^'ommeiuied that the 
chancellor do not interfere. In the first 
place, the meeting that tho police wore to Iw 
enjoined from prohibiting was Ui have Ih-cu 



j held on Dci-einiior 2.1, a date that h is now 
gone by, and, secondly, ho thought that in 
oases of this kind the remedy lay at coinuiou 
law. 

It is the rule that chancery courts only 
have jnrisdictiun when there Is no remedy at 
common law, or when pro|jferty rights are in 
danger of Iwing sacrificed by a delay. None 
of these elomentti outer into this case, in the 
opinion of the master, as, if the police brealc 
up meetings, without cause, they cun bo 
mutcteil iu damages, and the only property 
interest at stake is the rent of the hall, which 
cfln be recovered back. The rule, the master 
thinks, is that the police cannot interfere 
with the meeting until some overt act has 
btvn coniuiitted, neither can tha law give the 
Anurciiists relief until the dty au&orities 
have overridden their rights.
